The Sexually Abused Child

” Editors Note: This is the 4th in 
a series of articles written on 
child abuse and neglect. 


In Crawford County, the 
Department of Social Ser- 
vices has investigated ap- 
proximately four alleged 
sexual abuse situations 
within the past year, two of 
which have been substan- 
tiated. We feel that there 
most likely is more sexual 
abuse, occuring then we 
know about. Unfortunately 
many times these are not 


reported and therefore 
nothing is done to help the 
children or the abuser to 
correct the situation. 

Why would . someone 
abuse a child? The 
dynamics of that question 
are very difficult to an- 
swer. Traditionally the 
sexual abuse situation is 
between the father or step- 
father and his daughter 
with the mother feels so in- 
secure in the situation that 
she is not able to force her 
husband or boyfriend to

“Tm not their lackey,” said Holland, 
“T’m not their lickspittle. I voted for 
every pay raise since I’ve been in 
Congress...and I’m proud of it.” Quite a 
boast, don’t you think? 

Personally I hold Mr. Fowler’s views 
more dearly than Mr. Holland’s. But the 
record shows that more elected public of- 
ficials probably. embrace Mr. Holland 
more closely than Mr. Fowler. 

There should be-an element of sacrifice 
in public service, and usually there is. 
However, no office holder should be 
required to live as a pauper while he-she 
holds public office..and most of them 
aren't. 

As in all of politics, the secret is finding
